WHEN  MATRIMONY 
STARTED  COIN  COLLECTING 

Bridal  couples  of  seventeenth 
century  England  entering  into  the 
holy  state  of  wedlock,  got  off  to  a 
mutilated  start,  numismatically 
speaking,  when  as  a token  of  verbal 
contract  of  marriage,  it  was  cus- 
tomary to  break  a gold  piece  or 
silver  coin  - a symbol  of  true  love^ 
into  two  pieces,  the  bride  and  groom 
each  retaining  half. 

Recorded  in  ancient  annals  is  the 
play  dialogue  of  Kitty  and  Filbert 
in  "What  d'ye  call  it,"  by  Gay, 
which  illustrates  the  usuage. 

"let.  Justices,  permit  us,  ere  we 
part,  to  break  this  Ninepence  as 
you've  broke  our  heart."  Filbert, 
(breaking  the  ninepence)  - "As  this 
divides,  thus  we  are  toren  in  twain" 
Kitty  (joining  pieces)  "And,  as  this 
meets,  thus  we  may  meet  again." 

It  can  be  plainly  seen  that  at 
least  marriages  in  those  days  start- 
ed out  on  a fifty-fifty  basis  finan- 
cially.

NEWFOUNDLAND'S  CURRENCY  CHAOS 
Newfoundland 1 8 currency  1b  one 
thing  undergoing  change  since  con- 
federation with  Canada  last  March. 

It  has  happened  not  yet,  but  event- 
ually all  currency  in  circulation 
there  will  be  Canadian. 

No  longer  will  there  be  an  in- 
ternational flavour  to  the  cash  re- 
gisters in  the  stores  and  to  the 
average  man's  pocket.  At  present  a 
person  can  put  his  hand  in  his  jeans 
and  pull  out  an  American  dime,  an 
English  penny,  a Canada  half-dollar 
and  a Newfoundland  20-cent  piece. 

The  beauty  of  it  is  that  one  can 
go  into  a store  and  the  shop  keeper 
would  gladly  accept  all  the  pieces, 
a convenience  to  the  shopper  which 
is  slowly  passing. 

Another  reason  why  Newfound- 
landers are  sorry  to  see  the  cur- 
rency change  is  that  they  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  travel  to  main- 
land Canada  and  make  a nickel  on 
every  20-cent  piece  they  spend. 

The  Newfoundland  20-cent  piece 
is  the  same  size  as  the  Canadian 
quarter,  and  many's  the  maritime 
merchant  who  has  passed  out  some- 
thing for  25  cents  to  a Newfound- 
lander, has  been  paid  20  cents  and 
not  known  the  difference  until  too 
late. 

But  there  is  one  fortunate  as- 
pect to  the  thing.  Newfoundland's 
ultra-small  nickel  will  disappear 
in  favor  of  the  larger  Canadian 
five-cent  piece.  No  longer  will 
Newfoundlanders  have  to  root  around 
in  the  corners  of  pockets  and  pur- 
ses for  an  elusive  nickel,  decide 
it  isn't  there,  then  hours  later 
discover  that  it  was  there  after 
all. 

Ever  since  Newfoundland  got 
away  from  sterling  when  she  ceased 
to  be  a crown  colony  in  1832,  her 
currency  has  been  slightly  off  the 
beam.  Before  that  it  was  absolutely 
crazy.  In  the  early  l800's  all 
sorts  of  coins  were  in  circulation, 
British,  American,  Spanish,  French, 
Mexican  and  many  others  - and  they 
were  all  legal  tender,  apparently. 
Some  outport  merchants  even  went  so 
far  as  to  issue  their  own  coins. 

Merchant  Rutherford  of  Harbour 
Grace,  for  instance,  put  out  one 
bearing  a ram  on  one  side  and  the 
country's  coat  of  arms  on  the  other. 

The  first  truly  Newfoundland 
coin  was  issued  in  1865,  but  with

CANADA  FIRST  COUNTRY  TO  LIQUIDATE 
IN  FULL  ITS  OUTSTANDING  PAPER 
MONEY 

The  War  of  1812-1815  was  directly 
responsible  for  a changed  attitude 
on  the  part  of  the  Canadian  people 
towards  paper  money.  How  this  came 
about  makes  interesting  reading. 

It  seems  that  on  the  declaration 
of  war  on  Great  Britain  by  the 
United  States  in  June,  1812  and  sub- 
sequent events  made  it  clear  to  the 
government  of  Canada  that  the  United 
States  was  preparing  to  attack  its 
enemy  by  way  of  Canada.  Sir  Isaac 
Broack  was  then  at  the  head  of 
affairs  in  Upper  Canada  and  he  im- 
mediately decided  to  prepare  the 
Upper  Colony  for  a state  of  war.  For 
that  he  needed  money.  Of  what  use 
was  the  motley  array  of  coins  which 
represented  the  monetary  assets  of 
the  country?  Great  Britain  had  for- 
bidden the  export  of  specie  to  Can- 
ada, so  Broack  turned  to  the  only 
avenue  open  to  him  and  decided  upon 
an  issue  of  paper  currency.  The 
paper  money  that  Broack  soon  had 
coming  from  the  presses  at  York 
(Toronto)  during  the  latter «part  of 
June,  1812,  was  based  on  Halifax 
Currency.  These  Army  Bills,  as  they 
were  called,  had  face  values  of  four 
twenty-five,  fifty,  one  hundred  and 
four  hundred  Spanish  dollars.  Those 
of  twenty-five  dollars  or  more  bore 
interest,  while  the  smaller  were 
payable  in  cash  on  demand.  As  the 
war  progressed,  bills  valued  at  one, 
two,  three,  five,  eight,  ten,  twelve 
sixteen  and  twenty  dollars  were 
added  to  the  series. 

With  his  monetary  problem  solved, 
Brock  began  rapidly  to  raise  a vol- 
unteer army.  Orders  were  placed 
for  leather,  cloth,  shot,  powder, 
muskets,  food,  horses,  and  a score 
of  other  items. 

The  merchants  accustomed  still  to 
barter,  to  the  Spanish  dollar,  and 
an  assortment  of  pennies  and  half- 
pennies with  which  to  make  change, 
viewed  this  paper  money  with  bewil- 
dered dismay.  Card  money  had  failed: 
Continental  money  had  failed;  what 
was  to  prevent  the  Army  Bills  from 
failing  also? 

Army  officers  presented  facts  and 
tried  to  convince  the  merchants  that 
the  bills  would  all  be  redeemed  in 
time,  to  no  avail.  Secretly,  either 
independently  or  in  groups,  the  mer- 
chants ordered  from  commercial  mints 
in  Birmingham,  England  a huge  supply 
of  copper  tokens  which  in  nearly 
every  case  expressed  the  opinion  of 
the  merchants  with  the  inscription  - 
"Pure  Copper  Preferable  to  Paper." 

The  coins  issued  in  halfpence  and 
.penny  values  were  well  struck  in 
godd  copper  and  gained  a wide  circu 
, lation.  More  than  fifty  varieties 
|were  issued  and  nearly  every  mer- 
chant ship  from  Britain  brought  new

specimens  featuring  various  inci- 
dents among  which  was  the  death  of 
General  Brock. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  war  the 
populace  appears  to  have  tired  of 
changing  paper  army' bills  into  sev- 
eral pounds  of  these  private  tokens 
and  public  opinion  rather  veered 
towards  the  idea  of  paper  money. 

When  the  war  came  to  an  end  the 
value  of  Array  Bills  outstanding  was 
$5,000,000  Spanish  dollars.  The 
miracle  happened.  Every  outstanding 
note  was  redeemed  in  silver  or  gold. 
So  to  Canada  belongs  the  credit  of 
being  the  first  country  in  the  world 
to  liquidate  in  full,  it3  outstand- 
ing paper  money.  The  great  victory 
of  the  paper  Army  Bills  marks  the  be- 
ginning of  a new  chapter  in  the 
story  of  Canada's  money.
